CHINA’S NEW TEST 


In an editorial article to-day The 
T'unea remarks :—‘‘ Five years ago to- 
day Japan began her war on China. 
In the calendar of calculated aggression 
the deed has earned a notoriety which, 
posa, only the achievements of the 
Nazi Reich could hope to rival. In 
1937 Japan went ahead. For five 
years China has stood unconquered, 
and stands unconquered to-day. The 
free world does well to pay her its 
homage. Her sacrifices have been 
rievous, her bearing and fortitude sub- 
ime. Up to the end of 1941 the ser- 
vice casualties, killed and wounded, had 
been six millions. 

“The beginning of the sixth year of 
war finds China faced with a new test. 
Japanese strategy ‘is unfolding in 
clearer outline. No doubt, it is 
still directed south against Australia 
aud west against India, but those 
do not appear the most imme- 
diate aims. The most immediate inten- 
tion is to attempt the elimination of 
Chinese resistance, go long and so 
indomitably centred in Chungking. The 
United Nations may: reasonably hope 
that what Japan signally failed to com- 
pass whe: China stood alone and vir- 
tually unbefriended she cannot accom- 
plish now, when China has powerful 
Allies, who have already helped her 
substantially, and are putting plans 
into operation for getting supplies to 
her armies and succour to her civilians.’’ 


| WORKERS’ CRITICS 
LABOUR LEADER'S REBUKE 


Mr. John Lee. in his presidential 
address to the Genera} Federation of 
Trade Unions, at Blackpool, yester- 
day, offered advice to ‘‘ some of those

IRISH HOSPITALS' | 
DEFICITS 


LIMIT OF RECOUPMENT 


I Department, oí Local Govern- 


ment and Public Health has 
decided that only two-thirds of the 
1941 deficits incurred by Irish 
voluntary hospitals may be paid out 
of funds held by the Hospitals’ Com- 
mission. When this has been paid 
no more money will be provided un- 
til the expenditure and income of 


the hospitals are brought closer 
together. 
‘his has been conveyed to the 


hospitals by the Department, and the 
Irish Times understands that a reply 
promising every possible economy has 
been sent. When each individual 
hospital has thoroughly examined its 
financial position and the possibilities 
of curtailing expenditure, it is probable 
that the Hospitals Commission will 
meet to discuss the problem. 

It will be recalled that last month 
Mr. Sean MacEntee, Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, told the 
Dail that the voluntary hospitals were 
facing a difficult period, and that those 
responsible for them would have to 
take steps to put their finances in 
better order. | 

The deficit of one Dublin 3 me 
is £20,000; that of another £17,000; 
those of others range from £11,500, 
£10,500 and £7,000 to £4,000. The 
rising costs of materials and the 
marked slump in donations and legacies 
have boosted the. figures, to a certain 
extent, to these high levels. The 
prices of drugs, medicines and 
dressings have rocketed in some cases 
to 500 per cent. of their normal peace- 
time values. The only way in which 
really drastic economies can be 
accomplished is by closing down 
certain departments. When certain 
hospitals pointed this out to the 
Department they were told that that 
was a matter purely for their own 
concern. 

In the course of his address, the 
Minister said: ‘‘ We certainly cannot 
allow all the money that was subscribed 
originally for the building of new 
hospitals to be dissipated in main- 
fenance of the present ones. Unless 
something is done, we shall be com- 
pelled to take steps that will make it 
very difficult for the voluntary 
hospitals, but there is no way out of 
it. We are the trustees of the people, 
and we must see that the funds will 
not be diverted from their original

JAPANESE LOSE FOUR

— The 
United States Navy Department stated 
to-day: “ In the North Pacific area on 
July 4 United States submarines 
torpedoed four Japanese destroyers in 
the Aleutians Islands. Three of these 
destroyers were attacked at Kiska— 
two were sunk, and the third when 
last seen was burning fiercely. The 
fourth destroyer was torpedoed and 
sunk at Agattu, where enemy trans- 

rts and escorting vessels were 
ocated on July 2 and attacked by 
United States Army Bombers.”’—

Kiska and Agattu, islands at the 
westernmost tip of the Aleutian chain, 
were recently occupied by the Japanese.

PARK PLOTHOLDERS’ PLAINT 


A stalemate has arisen in the Battle 
of the Plots, which was opened at a 
meeting of plotholders. on the Polo 
Grounds, Phoenix Park, last week, 
and was re-joined later in the Dail. 

The 400 plotholders want the Cor- 
poration to do something about the 
deer which are trampling their cab- 
bages.

But they always come back 
somewhere else The only way out is 
to get rid of them.” Asked by an 
Trish Times reporter if this would be 
done, a Corporation official. replied 
evasively : “ There are no further de- 
velopments,”’ 

“ The public are not helping us in 
our efforts to protect the allotments,’’ 
he said.  ‘* They are ignoring the 
openings which we left in the fencing 
for them to use if they wanted to 
inspect the plots, and are clambering 
over and through the wiring, loosening 
it, and creating further gaps. The 
only way to ensure complete immunity 
from deer would be to use barbed wire 
fencing, but this would constitute a 
danger to children playing in the 
vicinity.”

Batteries of 
25-pounders are throwing a curtain of 
shells or an anti-tank screen across an 
area of 225 square miles, ten miles 
south of the coast at the mouth of the 
El Alamein bottleneck, where Marshal 
Rommel has concentrated his main 
forces. They have already prevented 
the enemy from pouring out of this 
bottleneck into the plains before the 


Nile. 
‘‘Marshal Rommel is now sand- 
wiched between British strongholds 


and the Allied armour and artillery on 
his flank. His position is similar to 
that when he was held athwart the 
Allied line at Gazala after his first 
thrust against Tobruk was thrown 
back—with one difference. Then the 
Eighth Army was unable to smash the 
Nile Valley drive because they could 
not bring a heavy weight of armour 
to bear, while their southern flank was 
also open. Now the Axis armoured 
strength is weaker, while there does 
not appear to be any open Allied 
southern flank on such a short front as 
the forty miles between the coast and 
the Quattara depression. Yesterday 
there was little movement in either 
armies, apart from accurate shelling.’
